WASHINGTON, April 21 (JFy— U. S. and Soviet an- 
nouncements of- parallel plans to reduce production of 
nuclear weapons material. brought questions from some 
members of congress today as to how Soviet good faith 
could be checked. Comment at the capitol tended to 
split on partisan lines. Republicans said it appeared, an 



informal agreement had been reached lacking provisions 
for inspection and verification. Many Democrats ap- 
proved the decision Presi- 
dent Jio h n son announced 
Monday in an address in 
New York. They stressed 
belief that It was based on con- 
clusions of American military 
authorities that the United 
States no "longer needed to add 
to Its stockpile of nuclear weap- 
ons material. 

The President's action requires 
no formal approval by congress 
but undoubtedly will figure in 
floor debates later on military 
policy and budgets. 

In disclosing the cutback, 
Johnson said, "I am happy to 
say that Chairman Khrushchev 
has now indicated to me that he 
Intends to make a move in this 
same direction." 

Shortly after Johnson's an- 
nouncement, the White House 
disclosed that since last Oct, 10 
When the nuclear test-ban treaty 
became effective, the United 
States has obtained Important 
Information from Its underground 
testing program. 

A report to Johnson by Secre- 
tory of Defense Robert S. McNa- 
mara and Chairman Glenn T. 
Beaborg of the atomic energy 
commission disclosed that the 
U. S. test program had been 
more extensive than the 20 un- 
derground explosions announced 
during the last eight months,.

(2) brighten the prospects for ac- 
tual East-West agreement to 
bring nuclear arms race under 
control, and (3) initiate measures 
to discourage surprise attack. 

Disarmament by international 
agreement, however, will require 
international inspection arrange- 
ments In the Soviet Union as well 
as In the Western countries, ac- 
cording to long-standing U. 8. 
policy. So far, -no breakthrough 
Is in sight on this critical Issue.

One Main Goal 

It's regrettable thatf'reorganizatjon of 
the Twin Falls Civic Auditorium associa- 
tion has been accompanied by a relative y 
minor disturbance that attracted undue 
attention.. Perhaps the inciden ^ can- be 
used as an example of what should be 
avoided In the future. The main. purpose 
tho Auditorium association i« Jophui 
aWd <ionstruct--aTi auditorium ii« Twin 
Falls If everyone concerned keeps tnai 
purpose in mind, there should be no repe- 
tition of distracting incidents. 

The reorganization incident may have 
resulted from improper procedures, hasty 
but well-meaning actions or there may 
have been personalities involved. What- 
ever was at the bottom of the distraction 
would best be forgotten now. It would 
serve no particular purpose to stir around 
in the background in an effort to pin- 
point reasons and causes. 

The Auditorium association has 15 
directors, some having served on the old 
board, but mostly new directors. All 
have something in common — fine repu- 
tations and stature in the community. 

That's the sort of board that will be 
needed in the long months ahead as the 
Auditorium association starts working 
on plans for the auditorium-convention 
center and later follows up with con- 
struction. It, won't be an easy task, but 
the caliber of association directors indi- 
cates the assignment will be completed 
with the least amount of fuss. 

Already It'B quite obvious it will be 
Impossible to please everyione during the 
planning stage. When directors get to 
the point of telling an architect what 
they want incorporated in blueprints, 
there are bound to be objections. Some 
residents will have major, constructive 
criticism while other objections may be 
In the nature of nit-picking. 

Also, it would be a pleasant surprise if 
all concerned "are Jiulte happy with the 
site to be selected for the new auditori- 
um. Whatever location Is designated by 
directors is bound to bring some opposi- 
tion, for one reason or another. 
' These differences of opinion - over- de 
Blgn and site are built-in hazards for any 
project of the nature of a civic audi- 
torium-convention center. Manifestly, it's 
just not possible to satisfy everyone on 
such details 

As the project moves alo ng, ^other 
phases may be encountered that wilt 
bring objections from some' residents. 
That's to be expected. But it must be 
recognized now that the final decision 
in these matters is up to the 15 directors 
who are charged with planning and con 
struetion of the auditorium.

SAFETY— WHO'S RESPONSIBLE 
While the Pocatello school board Is pondering 
whether to reinstate school safety patrols, par- 
ents might well ponder their responsibilities In 
this regard. The board was approached Monday 
night by a representative of tho PooateUo Safety 
Council who asked that crossing guards be placed 
around public schools. This practice was dlacon 
tlned several years ago when the Idaho attorney 
general's office raised questions about liability on 
the part of the school district. 

The board asked administrators to seek Infor- 
mation on how the patrols are working in other 
acTVoorTIlstrlcta ui" Idaho and It may dedde-tn 
start the program again. Whether it does or not, 
the responsibility for safety on the streets will 
remain first with parents' and children. School 
patrols may help, but their authority and cer- 
tainly the scope of their protection are limited 
to the Immediate school area. 

The tendency too often is to look at the hordes 
of children who attend uur public suhuuls and to 
be alarmed at the risks they run as -they pour 
into the streets. Another and more sensible way 
to regard them. It seems to us. 1a as Individuals 
who are capable of being taught to look out for 
themselves. Each chUd has a parent or guardian 
who can teach him the elements of safety — 
crossing only at Intersections and looking both 
ways before venturing Into the street. He will be 
reasonably safe from harm If these habits are 
developed early. 

It will be said that it Is not always possible to 
teach children these lessons. WeU. we expect our 
public school teachers to teach our children read- 
ing, writing, spelling and arithmetic, and we 
criticise them sharply If they do not. Just bo 
should -be-expect parents to Instill In their chil- 
dren a sense of responsibility for looking after 
their own safety. 

This Is the kind of teaching that belongs in 
the home. And as with many other programs that 
belong elsewhere, it should not be shifted to the 
schools. For even If the board does decide to re- 
instate school patrols, the main responsibility for 
safety will rest not with crossing guards but with 
children, who -can be taught, and parents, who 
can teach.— Idaho State Journal.

World News Censors Okay 
More Stories and Snip Less 



By HARRY FERGUSON 
WASHINGTON. April 21 (UPD — 
There Is a trend around the 
world to relax censorship and 
give the American foreign cor- 
respondent more freedom in what 
he writes. But In many nations 
he must walk warily lest he steps 
Into a hidden booby trap that 
will blow him clear out of the 
country. . 

The general conception of a 
censor Is that he Is a man with 
a thick blue pencil who takes a 
reporter's copy and strikes out 
words, sentences and para 
graphs. But there are other fac 
tors that Impede the free flow 
of news Into the United States: 
—The threat to punish a re- 
porter after the fact. He la al- 
lowed to send a story and then 
the axe falls. There has been no 
censorship in Russia since 1961 — 
except on news pictures, news 
films and tape recordings — but 
seven correspondents either have 
been expelled or denied re-entry 
after leaving the country. 

— The- confusion that results 
when a large number of reporters 
try to file their stories on a limit- 
ed communications system. That 
Is what is happening In Cyprus 
today. There Is no censorship, 
but the local cable and telegraph 
personnel cannot cope efficiently 
with the thousands of words they 
are asked to transmit dally. 

— A revolution or any abrupt 
national upheaval frequently 
causes censorship to be clamped 
on where none existed previously. 
Soon after President Joao Oou- 
lart of Brazil was overthrown 
three army captains walked Into 
the Rio de Janeiro bureau of 
United Press International and 
announced they had come to 
"collaborate" and to prevent the

Smylle, said the drop came de- 
spite the' fact that Idahq has in- 
creased Its support of education 
300 per. cent In that period. 

Is hard to see how we can 
Increase our effort 300 per cent 
and lose ground," said Smylle. 

"What the IEA Is actually say- 
ing Is that their sights were too 
low 10 years ago. 

"The question, as with every 
public need In Idaho,- Is support 
for adequate financing." he said.

UEC (Unified Education Coun- 
cil).

The NEA report showed Idahp 
ranked 17th In' the percentage 
of the cost .of public schools paid 
by local tax sources.

The report shows of every $100 
local sources provide $63.60, the 
states $32.60 and the federal gov- 
ernment $3.90.

• LONDON, April 31 .rapt) — Com- 
munist China today was reported 
to have sent reinforcements to Its 
bordet with the Soviet Union In 
Central Asia, where frontier In- 
cidents have been frequent In re- 
cent months. 

The strengthening of the long, 
remote border* coincided with re- 
ports that the Soviet-Chinese 
frontier talks In Peking have 
run Into difficulty, with little 
prospect "of a settlement. 

The Soviets already have told 
the Chinese and the wprld that 
any major border revision Is out 
of the question, although minor 
changes may be discussed.

Honestly, though, you seem to 
have gone way off the deep end 
on the subject of odd-lot trad- 
ing. 

An odd-lot trade, of course, 
means the purchase or sale of 
less then a ■ round-lot. Because 
stock market trading in most 
stocks 'Is done In round lots of 
100 shares, an • odd-lot trans- 
action normally ' represents the \ 
purchase or sale of anywhere 
from one to 09 shares of stock. 
. The only" place where records 
are kept and, publicized of day- 
by-day odd-lot purchases and 
sales Is on the New York stock 
exchange. 

The ,' Exchange, a monthly 
magazine published by that stock 
exchange, has published a couple 
of studies on the subject that 
would interest you, backed up by 
all that research you wanted me 
tcyla. 

The March, 1064. issue of that 
magazine shows that people who 
buy odd lots generally do prefer 
hlgher-prlcoi .stocks. A much 
more detailed study, in tbe Nov- 
ember, 1063, issue proves that 
over the years, the dollar amount 
of odd-lot purchases has gen- 
erally been higher than the dol- 
lar amount of odd-lot sales. 

The following is not a "plug.' 
But to avert a batch of mail 
to this corner I must point out 
that anyone who wants to read 
the " details of those studies 
should write to The Exchange 
magazine. New York stock ex- 
change. 11 Wall, New York 5, 
N.Y. 

Any sensible person who looks 
at the figures in those studies 
should come to the following 
simple conclusion: The average 
Investor buys stocks and puts 
those stocks away for the long 
haul. 

But Borne people won't accept 
the obvious. Some people try 
to "read" all kinds of impli- 
cations into the shifting trends 
In odd-lot purchases and sales. 
Some clowns even claim they 
can predict the future ups and 
downs of .the stock market on 
that basis. 

You say that brokers may be 
deceitful on this score. If you 
are trying to outguess the stock 
market by "interpreting" ^od d-lot 
trends, you're only deceiving 
yourself.

letics." • 

An NCAA spokesman said ath- 
letes were given form letters of 
resignation to sign. 

The NCAA said Kentucky 
thought It was running a legal 
activity and had been so advised 
by the Southeastern conference, 
of which It is a member. 

"The NCAA council Is of the 
opinion that the university did 
"not Intend to do wrong, however 
In fact, the activity violated 
NCAA rules two successive 
years," said Walter Byers, execu- 
tive director. 

New Mexico State was taken 
off probation nine months earlier 
than expected. It went on the 
list Jan. 11, 1903, for admission 
irregularities. During the first 
two years, the school could take 
part In no post-season events in 
any sport. It was to spend one 
more -year on probation. 

But a series -of bearings on 
new evidence and new charges 
which began In April, 1962. con- 
cluded with Monday's recom- 
mendation from the infractions 
committee to the council that 
the probation end. 

Colorado went on two years 
probation April 27, 1963, for re- 
cruiting and aid violations which 
were exposed in the Sonny 
Orandellus case, Orandellus. the 
football coach, was fired.
